111 PISTOLS & 11,000 ROUNDS

INTENDED FOR CHINA? 

As the result of information re- 
ceived, Revenue Officers were en- 
gaged the whole of .yesterday 
searching for arms. on board. the 
Douglas s.s..“Haiching” which 
makes regular-runs hetween Hong 
Kong, Swatew, Amey and Foochaw. 

After a long and thorough search’ 
in which practically every inch of 
the vessel was gone over, the Re- 
venue men were rewarded for-their 
patience by the discovery of the 
contraband in one of the coal 
bunkers. . —: : 

Four sacks were hauled on deek, 
and. when these were opened there 
were ‘brought to light 111 automa~ 
tic pistols of - French make and 
11,000 rounds of - ammunition.

RATIONALISING TIN 


_ DIFFICULTIES CONFRONTING 
. CONTROLLERS : 


The “Financial News” of June 29, 
discussing the suggested rationalisa- 


tion: of tin, says:— : : 
For as far back as there are re 


cords the market for tin has been 
subject to wider variations in price 
than in the case of. almost any other 
commodity of importance. When the 
‘Phoenicians of old paid ‘their annual 
visits to the Cornish ‘tin mines, seek- 
ing supplies of the white metal, it 
is not ‘unreasonable to picture the 
native miners as anxiously awaiting 
indications ;of the market value. of 
their product. But these are more 
scientific. days, and the idea of re- 
placing the irregularity and uncer- 
tainty of, uncontrolled supply and de- 
mand by. systems of output and 
price control has long passed beyond 
the. stage of speculative thinking. 
In some form or other, it is* applied 
over a large part of the industrial 
field. At the moment, those inter- 
ested in the production, sale and con- 
sumption of tin are being ‘invited to 
consider’ plans whereby its price 
might be stabilised, or at any rate 
confined within a relatively narrow 
range of fluctuations, so that pro- 
ducers may sleep easily, assured of 
a reasonable profit, and consumers 
may depend upon a steady supply of 
the commodity at more or less con- 
stant valyes. 


Serious Difficulties 


Few people will disagree with the 
view that extreme variations in 
price, such, ‘ior example, as occur 
in the -tin market, are bad. Since 
1920 the price of tin has yaried 
from something ‘like £420 a ten to 
£145. The obvious consequences 
brought about by great changes are 
uncertainly in planning production, 
involving serious wastes, an. umneces- 
sary addition to the price in respect 
of speculative profits, and difficulties 
for the consumer when arranging for 
the purehase of supplies. The idea’ 
of rationalising tin, in the sense of 
bringing about more regular produc- 
tion at a fairly constant. price, may 
thus be aceepted as embodying a 
thoroughly sound aim. The excel- 
Jence of the idea, however, carries 
one a very little way towards a de- 
eision as to the possibility of its 
practical realisation. Jt is this deci- 
sion that those interested in. the in- 
dustry are being invited to make. 
For. this reason it is worth while 
directing attention to certain serious 
difficulties that must confront the. 
rationalisers.. There are probably 
only three mathods by which the de- 
sired end might be attained. The 
first is that a-sufficiently large nyzn- 
producers should be amal- 
gamated, or that thay should make 
agreements that could be relied upon, 
so that output. could be effectively 
regulated over a long period. It 
must be apparent to those knowing 
the conditions of the industry that 
this method is impracticable. The 
reasons are several, but two will 
suffice. The sources of supply are 
not only numerous, widely scattered 
among different countries; subject to 
entirely different methods of work- 
ing, controlled in some cases by 
large European corporation with 
whom negotiation might be easy, but 
in many others by Chinese, with 
whom binding agreements would be 
impossible, and affecting both a4

US. EXPORTS 


SUCCESS OF THE OFFICIAL 
PROGRAMME... 


- Throughout the present century it 
has been ‘the, settled policy of the 
United ‘States ‘to inerease ita exports 
of manufactured goods as opportun- 
ity arose, and to decrease its imports. 
It has been extraordinarily successful 
in giving effect to this programme. 
Comparing, for instance, the five 
years 1901-1905 with 1927, crude 
materials and food stuffs formed not 
far short of two-thirds of its entire 
export trade during the _ earlier 
period, the balance consisting of 


semi-manufactured and finished manu-" 


factures. For. the later year, on the 
other hand, tho-relative magnitudes 
of the groups were strikingly revers- 
ed, the proportions being roughly as 
44 to 56, while the imports of manu- 
factured goods reached only half. the 
Pereentage of the exports. Confining 
ourselves. to the engincering trades, 
and. comparing the 1927 figures with 
those, of the fife years before the 
war, still more remarkable’ results 
are seen, The most important of the 
increases in the exports is found in 
those of automobile parts and acces- 
sories, the value of. which inersased 
in that comparatively short interval 
more than 16-fold. Other large in- 
creases appear in machinery exelud- 
ing automobiles, the value of which 
nearly trebled, and that of rubber 
and its manufactures, which increas- 
ed fivefold. The process, moreover, 
ig still going on. Comparing the ex- 
ports of all machinery other than 
vehicles for the years 1926-27 and 
1927-28, the later period shows an 


increase in exports of nearly 15 per.

SIR ERNEST BIRCH ON 
INCREASED CROPS. 

The seventeenth annual general 
meeting of the Dusun Durian Rubber 
Estates, Ltd. was held in mail. week 
at 2-4, Idol Lane, Eastcheap, E.C. 

. Sir Emest Birch, K.C:M.G. (the 
chairman), said that the profit of

Probably one of the most credit~ 
able achievements in the preserva- 
tion of .wild flora, wild game, and 
a wild primitive people for ‘the 
purposes of” scientific research is 
the founding of the Albert National 
Park in the heart of the Belgian 
Congo=-a prodigious work, which 
is now nearing completion. 

_The remarkable progress achiev- 
ed to date, and plans for the ex- 
tension of the work, were. outlined 
to an “Observer” representative by 
Baron de Cartier de Marchienne, 
the Belgian Ambassador, and Dr. 
J. M. Derschied, Secretary of the. 
International Informatory Office 
for the Protection of Nature, at 
Brussels; the scientific investigator 
who was responsible for the prac- 


tical working out of the plan.

“Tt was King Albert who first, in 
1925, decided to institute this 
‘national park,” Baron de Cartier 
explained. “In the course of his 
travels in America, as Heir Appar- 
ent in 1899, he had visited the 
great national. parks there, such as 
the Yellowstone and Yosemite Val- 
ley and he was anxious that similar 
reserves for native fauna and flora. 
should be created in the Congo. 
But with this difference: whereas 
these great parks in the United

“GRAF ZEPPELIN” 


THE BIG AIRSHIP SET OUT 
‘ FROM GERMANY 
Friedrichshafen, Yesterday. 

The “Graf Zeppelin” which left 
on a world tour at 4.30 p.m, on 
Wednesday; will go to Tokyo, Los 
Angeles, and.Richmond, Virginia. 

She is carrying 20 passengers, in- 
eluding one woman, Lady Drum- 
mond Hay. The oldest passenger, 
the Swiss industrialist, M. Iselin, 
is nearly seventy. 

The airship also carries 50,000 
pieces of mail, 2,500 gallons of 
petrol, and 400 gallons of oil. 

One thousand spectators gather- 
ed to watch her departure, but 
strong cordons of Police kept out 
all but a few privileged persons 
from the aerodrome, in order: to 
minimise the-chance of stowaways 
getting aboard.

A BEETLE FOR MOSQUITO 
LARVAE* - 

Great as have been the achieve- 
ments of science in the tropics, how 
much more might have been done? 
How much can be done, no one can 
say until pure research has been 
given full opportunity and proper 
encouragement. - Mr. Joseph Omer- 
Cooper, in a letter to “The Times,” 
by merely pointing out:that-a cer- 
tain beetle unknown to science is 
destructive ‘of the larvae.of “our 
enemy ithe mosquito,” has apparently 
revealed in a sentence the limita- 
tions imposed by utility on pure 
science,. ; 

What all workers in the tropics 
owe to Sir Ronald Ross—~the 
Prince of Wales said he made a 
third of the world habitable—we all 
know. His discovery has been a 
boon te mankind without material 
reward for himself. As Dr. 
Sanguinetti said the other night, 
Sir Ronald “would have done better 
for himself if He had diseovered a 
new boot polish.” Nor has the 
most been made of his-work. Sir 
Charles MacLeod, the Chairman of 
the Ross Institute, endorses the 
statement that little use -has been 
made of Ross’s’ discovery. Mr. 
K. B: Williamson gives. instances 
where pure science has halted: the 
causes why sunstroke varies in ap- 
parently similar climates in ad- 
jacent lands and the failure to 
identify the “free-living micro- 
organisms” which . either make or 
mar tropical lands.

endowment doth from -private and 
Imperial funds, than. tropical 
science. As Sir Charles McLeod 
Says, the benefit from the control 
of malaria is three-fold:..it pre- 
vents sickness among our own. sons 
and daughters as -well as. the 
natives;'- it promotes tropical 
development; _ it creates: additional

HOME RACING 
LORD HAMILTON ON ITS 
SUCCESS 


“TOTE IS THE PUBLIC” 


“The Tote is the public,” declar- 
ed Lord Hamilton of Dalzell, speak- 
ing at Glasgow at a luncheon under 
the auspices of the Racecourse 
Betting Control Board. ; 

He said that the Tote.had made 
its bow to the public in 
England, and had mef with a re- 
ception that was highly gratifying. 
He had felt sure the Tote would 
be popular with racegoers; he 
thought his confidence was justifi- 
ed, and was just as sure that, given 
time, it would bring about all the 
beneficent results that had been 
prophesied for it. 

The turnover on the four days 
at Newmarket and the three at 
Carlisle was £67,300. Many lessons 
had been learned, and the public 
would learn as time went on. 


‘| There could be no doubt that the 
Toté had taken on with the casual | 


punter. The opportunity given by 
it and not hitherto provided by the 
bookmakers of betting “for places 
only” seemed very popular—as well 
it might be with a placed horse re- 
turning over. 200 to 1. 

“And besides our own patrons,” 
Lord Hamilton continued, “it is 
clear that the competition of the 
Tote-has had an indirect effect in 
the alternative betting market, 
which has been most gratifying to 
those who. use it.- 

“Tt have been racing ever since I 
arrived at so-cajled years of dis- 
cretion, and I cannot remember 
outsiders winning at such generous 
odds .as were laid recently at New- 
market—33 -to 1 in a selling race 
with seven runners and 100 to 1 
in a fieldof five. It has been sug- 
gested that these generous odds 
were laid as an act of war against 
the Tote. I do not know how that 
may be, but if it is a war, I can 
assure you that it is a war that is 
waged on one side only. 

Not Run For Personal Gain ~ 


“The Tote is the public. It is 
not run for personal gain; it is an 
exact reflex of public opinion. on 
the merits or demerits of each 
horse in each race. It knows 
nothing of S.P. jobs or stable com- 


-| missions, or of the identity of those 


who bet with it, and it cares less. 
It provides a dividend arithmetical- 
ly calculated, by dividing the num- 
ber of tickets sold on each horse 
into the total pool, after the deduc- 
tion of 6 p.c. for overhead ¢x- 
penses, and the provision of a sur- 
plus to be devoted to sound and 
worthy objects—charities, horse 
breeding, and the improvement of 
racing conditions generally.” _ 

So far as the Racecourse Betting 
Control Board was concerned, there 
was no desire to injure the book- 
maker, and the suggestion that the 
increase of admission charges to 
the rings was due to the ‘machina- 
tions” of the board was absolutely 
without foundation. core 

The Racecourse Betting Bill.was 
promoted by the Jockey Club with 
the object of providing means by 
which betting might contribute to- 
wards the maintenance of sport. .

- SCENE IN. COURT . 
TEAR GAS TO SUBDUE A 
MADMAN” 


One .of the most astonishing 
acenes in the history of the Ameri- 
can courts of justice took place in 
the Wayne Circuit Court, Detroit, 
where Judge Frederick Lamb sat 
ealmly alone on.the bench and 
wrote a letter to his wife for nearly 
half an hour, waiting for court at- 
tendants; who had quietly slipped 
out, to reseué him from the menace 
of two revolvers which a madman 
was levelling at his head. 

His -assailant, Roy Wynkoop, 
aged forty-six, released only three 
months ago from an insane asylum, 
was finally subdued when. atten- 
dants,:- accompanied “by patice, 
quietly returned to the courtroom 
armed with revolvers and tear-gas 
bombs. © : 

Shot in the Arm 

Wynkoop was only captured and 
his weapons taken away. from him 
after the police had subdued him 
by throwing the bomb -into the 
courtroom and shooting him in the 
left arm. i 


The threatened attack followed 
the judge’s refusal of Wynkoop’s 
application for dissolution of an 
injunction against him. The mad-4 
man, after all the-other parties to 
the :njunction proceedings had left 
the courtroom, advanced to the 
bench, waving two revolvers. 

“ET want justice,” he yelled. 
“There is too much fooling in the 
courts, and I want action. I want 
you to sign this paper.” 

Judge Lamb and the clerk of the 
court attempted to quieten the 
man, but when the clerk saw that 
their efforts were proving futile he 
told Wynkoop: “You stay here and 
I will go and get the file on your 
case. af z 

“We will look it over, and then 
Iam sure Judge*Lamb will see that 
you obtain your rights.” “4 

: Overpowered 

: Wynkoop agreed to this, and the 
clerk wrote a note describing his 
plans and slipped jit before the 
judge. The clerk then went out, 
and Judge Lamb, left alone with 
the madman, drew some paper from 
his desk and wrote a ‘letter to his 
wife, believing this show of uncon- 
cern. would quieten Wynkoop. 

Jt had that effect, and for twenty 
minutes, while alone in the room 
with Wynkoop, Judge Lamb con- 
tinued. writing. A é 

“The clerk summoned three de- 
puty sheriffs. Police followed with 
tear-gas bombs, which were thrown 
into the room, and Wynkoop 
stumbled towards the. corridor 
door. He caught sight of the de- 
puties, levelled his weapons at 
them, and then three of them fired. 

Wynkoop slumped into a bench 
near the door, blood streaming 
from a wound in his left arm. He 
was then overpowered. 

The judge, after the flurry of the 
attack had subsided, went out to 2 
delayed luncheon, his own eyes still 
smarting from the tear-gas. He de- 
precated the attack and dismissed 
it merely as “regrettable.”

On the other hand, the receipts 
“of wheat from countries within 
tthe Empire increased on the year 
iby. 88,000 tons and ‘tarley and 
cats showed advance of 19,000 
jtons and 40,000. (7?) tons compar- 
ed with the quantities received in 
1927. 

While the quantity of beef from 
!Empire- sources increased by 
25,000 tons, as compared with 
“1927,. the supply from foreign 
countries showed a. decline of 
91,000 tons. ~ 

On the other hand, there was
